CABINET AGREES ON 
AMA POLICY 



PAN- 



Presideot and, Advisers Decide Not to 
Take Steps for Full Recognition ,01 .' 
Bepnblle at Present. 

' The cabinet Tuesday discussed the status 
of the new republic of Panama, and it was 
decided that stops toward full recognition 
would not be taken until developments 
warranted such action. 

The report that the United States navy 
would prevent Colombian troops from leav- 
ing tbe ports of that country to attack 
Panama are unfounded. , There will be no, 
attempt to interfere with, the imborkation 
of Colombian troops, but they will not be 
allowed to land either at Colon or Panama, 
If Colombia regains her footbold there it 
must be by peaceful methods, and not 
under the. protection of guns. 

British - merchant captains have been 
notified that they will not be allowed to 
land troops in Panama if they contract 
with the Colombian ' government to carry 
them. No European ^ power will be' per- 
mitted to Interfere in aid of Colombia in 
recovering her sovereign ty, over the isthmus 
■' A report has been received that Colom- 
bia is ready to ratify tbe Hay-Berran treaty 
if the United States will only, restore ' the 
old condition of things in Panama. It is 
regarded" as too lato to attempt anything 
of this kind. If the new republic con 
maintain peace on the isthmus it will be 
fully' recognized when. a permanent con- 
stitutional government is formed. 

Tbe cabinet also discussed the question 
as to what kind of a concession should now 
be sought for the canal; . Secretary Hay 
prefers to hold to tho conditions of the 
Hay-Herran treaty, but other members of 
tbe cabinet want a new treaty, that will 
give the United States on absolute title to 
the territory necessary forthe canal. 

Events ih Panama are being watched in 
Washington with close intereBl, and it is 
the general opinion that the revolution will 
he successful and that the new Republican 
delJsmo (Republic of the Isthmus) will 
succeed in establishing its independence,, 
and gaining its recognition by this country. 
The secession of Panama from Colombia 
was almost u foregone conclusion after the 
Bogota government rejected, the canal 
treaty. Panama iB geographically separate 
from Columbia and the interests of the two 
states ore antagonistic, bo that when Col- 
ombia attempted to block the canal, a sep- 
aration was inevildbleT''Tanama"has"de- 
clarcd her independence, adopted a red, 
white and' blue flag, placed a triumvirate 
in charge of the government, expelling all 
tbe Colombian troops, who would not join 
in the revolution, and has now received a 
partial recognition by the United Stales, 
American warships have arrived at each 
sido.of tho Isthmus, marines have been 
J&nded and this country has made clear its 
purpose to maintain an open traffic on tbe 
isthmus, as it is obligated to do by the 
treaty of 1846. This' treaty was signed 
with New Granada, a nation of which Col- 
ombia is the remaining fraction. In ad- 
dition to tbe obligation of our government 
to maintain open traffic across tbe isthmus 
at all times, we agreed also to guarantee 
New Granada (now Colombia) in its sov- 
ereignty and property on tbe isthmus. We 
have recognized tbo de facto government 
on the Isthmus and authorized our consular 
officers to do business with it. Senator 
Cullom, chairman of tbe Senate Committee 
of Foreign Relations, is deeply interested 
in the revolution and says he hopes a gov- 
ernment will be established bo that the 
United States can negotiate a canal treaty 
and proceed- with the construction. His 
opinion is genernlly ndherred to at the, 
capital. In recognizing the soverignty of 
tbe new republic we should have to con- 
sider it ns the part of New Grand a to which 
the treaty of 1846 nppliedj just as wo now 
consider Colombia. Panama ia a very 
small state, about 250,000 inhabitants, and 
if independent, it would come under the 
virtual protectorate, if not into actual pos- 
session of the United States, This is Lbe 
opinion held by the European powers, and 
in their desire! to Bee the cannl completed 
tbey seem to make no objection to tbo Isth- 
mus coming xunder the control of the 
United States. .•<

In order to understand tlio situation 
one should hnve u nmp.of the NorthwcBt 
before Jilm as lie rendu. ■ 'For irinny yenrs 
tt hait been tlio liablt of the Indians to 
journey .back "and forth, In tlio- fall. bc- 
twecu the Sioux reservation nt Plue 
Ridge, In South Dakota, Uio Wind River 
reservation In central Wyoming, and the 
Crow reservation in southern Montiiun. 
ThoRe traveling Indiana have always left 
behind them a trail of enrcasseaof elk, 
deer. and other wild-game, nnd the nii- 
tlioritlcs have beon utinhto to put a ft top 
to the slaughter. In addition to the wild 
game, the Indians have not hesitated to 
ulaiiglitcr kiicIi cat tin belonging to' the 
ranchmen as en mo in their way. This 
has led to great hlttcrncsa on the pnrt 
of the. white-v nnd on more than one 
occasion there liavo been narrow escapes 
from fatal cnntllcts. 

For some time a band of Indians from 
South Dakota have been hunting In Con- 
verse County, Wyoming, and rnnchmen 
were angry becnuso they slaughtered 
cattle -n» well as same. Settlcru warned 
the reds to get out of the State, but the 
Indians only laughed nt them and said 
that the government had uo reduced 
their rations that they must hunt meat 
or starve daring the coming winter. 
Finally Sheriff; W. U. Miller organized a 
posse nnd set out In search of the In- 
dians. The. posse came. upon the Indian 
camp on Beaver creek, but It was de- 
serted. by all snve the .squaws and chil- 
dren. The squaws wore busy preserving 
meat for winter. The en lire camp was 
arrested and sent to Newcastle in charge 
of Lieut- Illlton. Then the posse set 
out in search of tlio braves. They were 
located on Lightning creek, just at dusk. 
Sheriff Miller tried to lmvc the In- 
dians submit to 'arrest quietly, hut they 
refused. They were under tlic leader- 
ship of Eagle Feather, n graduate of | 
Curilsle, and lilnck Kettle, it noted wnr- 
rlor. " ■ 

."When the Bhoriff finally called on 
Eagle Feather to surrender lie refused 
nnd Black Kettle suddenly raised his 
rifle and shot the sheriff, killing him, 
Members of the posse then opened fire . 
and fihot down Black Kettle. For-n-tlmc 
the ensuing fight was a hot one. Both 
sides sough t'eover "and the redskins held 
their ground in the darkness until Eagle 
Feather was shot in both legs. Then 
they stole away one at a lime and the 
wholo party set out in the direction of. 
the Bnd Lands In South Dakota. , 

Besides Sheriff Miller, Deputy Sheriff 
Wntilkenhurg was killed, being shot in 
..the neck nml bleeding to denth. ■ Several 
braves besides Black Kettle were killed 
and a number, including the wounded 
Eagle Feather, were taken prisoners, 
Tlio whites sent couriers for. help nnd 
enmped for . tlio night, guarding tliclr 
prisoners. 

As soon ns possible Sheriff John Ow- 
ens of Newcastle organized, another 
posse nnd set out to intercept the fleeing 
reds before they could get to the Bad 
Lands, where tliey. would he compara- 
tively safo from pursuit. Once, in the 
Bad Lands the reds could hide nnd re- 
turn one by one to tlio reservations nnd 
It would be almost impossible to Identify, 
them. 

On Monday came the report that 
Sheriff McDcrmott with still another 
posse hnd had a severe fight with a 
band of Indians near the Horseshoe 
Ranch about fifty miles cast of where 
Saturday's fight took place. It wna re- 
ported that ten of the Indians were kill- 
ed nnd nine taken prisoners, and that 
none of the posse wns injured, 
• Ohly the Influence of the older men, 
who realize tho folly of wnr, keeps tlio 
younger braves who are yet ou the res- 
ervations from leaving mid joining tliclr 
brethren who ore roaming nt liberty and 
who may almost he said to be on the 
warpath.

The 
bluejackets were barricaded behind bates 
of cotton In front of the bank and tlie 
railroad building.

So long, ngo ns 1S10 Secretory Adnms 
of the State Department laid down the 
general principle that's nation founded 
by revolution Is entitled to recognition 
"when its independence is established ns 
a matter of fact, so ns to leave the 
chance of the opposite pnrty to recover 
their dominion utterly desperate." The 
same principle has been elaborated by 
various American Secretaries of State, 
one, of the clearest expressions on the 
flubjeat being that of Secretory Living- 
ston in 1833. "It has been the principle 
nnd tho Invariable practice of the United 
States," ho wrote, "to • recognise that aa 
the legal government of another nation 
which by Its establishment in the actual 
exercise of political power might be sup- 
posed to have received the express or Im- 
plied assent ot the people."
